ton to receive their Chinese edues- 
tion, partly to the import of 
muitsai, nearly all of whom come 
from outside the Colony, From 
the age of fourteen upwards males 
largely exceed females, since at 
this age boys come to the Colony 
for higher education or to be ap- 
prenticed in’ various trades or to 
find werk. 


Married State. 

Marriage before 23 is compara- 
tively uncommon and during the 
last 10 years there has been an 
inrreasing tendency for the mar- 
riage age to rise. By 25 most of 
the females are married, the an- 
married residue being probably 
mostly prostitutes or ex-prosti- 
tutes, while in the case of males 
ir ia not until the age of 85 that 
the majotity are married. 

In 1912 there were 69° males to 
3i females, in the present Census 
63 males ts ST females, bat onty 
33 married females to 67 married 
males, the Beures for 1911 being 
28 to 72; the difference is due to 
the large number of widows, 
which show an increase over 1911 
ef 159 per cent. while the 
wid-wers only show an increase of 
1D per cent. The continued re- 
sidence of widows in the Colony 
after the death cf their husbands 
shows a very remarkable change 
in the customs of the population 
in ten years. Formerly on the 
death of the husband the widow 
retarned to the country; now she 
evidently remains in Hongkong 
where she can, if necessary, find 
work in the various industries 
which are beginning to spring up. 

Cencubines show a very large 
increase from 1.290 in 1911 to 
2.974. There were in addition 79 
concubines whose states was ir- 
regular, This great increase in 
concubinage is due, to the 
wealthier classes bringing their 
families to the Colony; in several 
families five or mare were found, 
but the wealthy who possess a 
large number generally accom- 
modate them in mcre than one 
house, therefore mo large estab. 
lishments were noticed. This 
gréat increase in concubinage of 
155 per cent. is remarkable ih 
view of the vastly impreved status 

a3 a whole in the Colony 
increas? in the feeling 
he custom among the en- 
tened classes. But at least 

Mong the aew comers the custom 
seems as popular as ever, and 
large numbers of youthful con- 
cubings were found. The number 
of married wimen, isclading con- 
catinegs, haa increased by 76 per 
cent .

Birthplace—As in III the 
bulk cf the population are im- 
migrants from the Delta districts 
of the neighbouring province of 
Kwangtung. There is an increase 
in the natives of other provinces 
from 3,729 to 6,037.. The number 
born in -Hongkong is 43,275. 
against about 23,000 in 1911 and 

253 in 1897; however the fizures. 
for these two years are not quite 
reliable for the purposes of com- 
parison. The number born in the 
New Territories is 2,241. This is 
apparently a reduction in 1911 
figures, which were about 3,000, 
after making certain deductions; 
the reduction in the males would 
be accounted for by their retarn 
to their birthplaces for the Tsing 
Ming festival. The people of the 
Northern Distriet of the New Ter- 
ritories seem to have very little in- 
clination to migrate to the city’ to 
earn their livelibood. . 

Education—The proportion of 
males able to read and write is 
65.35, against 74.43 in 1911, 
females 1155 against 17.91 in 
1911, a distinct retrograde move- 
ment, which well demonstrates the 
diffeulty of dealing with a con- 
stantly ghifting population like 
that of Hongieng from the educa- 
tional stendpaint.

wards and forwards between the ‘ 


Colony and Chins. In 1986. about 
2,300,000 arrived.from.China and 
320,000 from’ places ” overseas, 
2,330,000 ‘left for China, aboat 
200,000 for places overseas, . The 
number of born in.-Hong- 
kong is onty 19,275, wel] distri- 
tributed among ages up to 50, 
and much rarer after thatage. In 
1897 the nomber of wemen of 
child beating age'was 23,428; this 
figure increased to 53,S26 In 192%, 
and to 89,0t4 in 1932. Thos dur- 
ing this period of 24 years alane, 
the number of children bern and 
successfully reared in the Colony 
must have been at least {cur times 
the number ef all ages of Hong- 
kong-born found still living in the 
Colony at the present Census. 
The nomber who claim British 
nationality, 15,645, is probably the 
best criterion by whieh to estim- 
ate the permanently settled per- 
tion’ of the population. However, 
the increase in the number of 
children, married women and 
widows shows that family life is 
increasing, which makes for 
greater stability. .}t would be in- 
structive in the next Census to ask 
for the length of residence in the 
Colony, . 
Occupation. > 

The system on which cccupa- 
tions have been classified is far 
more elaborate than that used in 
1911, and is based on the method 
of claaSification as revised for the 
1921 Census of the United King- 
dom. The number ‘of separate 
entries has been increased: f: m 
Wf to 375. Though in the instruc. 
tions printed on the back ef the 
schedule a ‘special warning was 
given against inaccurate and 
vague descriptions of cccupation, 
a large number contented them- 
selves with describing their oc- 
eapation as “work.* “bnosiness,™ 
“manager,”. “shop-assistant,” 
“apprentice,” 


“coolie,” “artisan, 
ete. . 

The greatest increases are 
among the trades connected with 
metals, being largely doe to the 
activity of the two large ship- 
yards. <A large increase is also 
shown under the manufacture of 
clothes, but the large number of 
woman returned as engaged in 
needlework is too high, and this 
term was probably used in very 
many cases as denoting simply 
household duties. | The manufec- 
ture <f hosiery and knitted gocds, 
especially in Yaumati, has greatly 
increased of recent years, the em- 
ployees being chiehy women. A 
large number of women are also 
employed in cigarette making at 
Wanchai. ‘The rattan furniture 
trade shows a greatly increased 
number of hands. 

Seamen appear in very large 
numbers, this being due to the 
shipping slamp, which bas 
especially affected the amaller 
tramp coasting steamers, of which 
a considerable number were laid 
up in this port at the date cf the 
Cenaus. The balk of the popala 
ticn atil depends on goneral com- 
merce for their livelihood. bat 
manufactures are gradually in- 
creasing, and Chinese seem more 
willing to cmbark their cap:tal in 

dustrial ventures than formerly. 
The chief mancfactering indas- 
tries at present are ship-buildine, 
sugar-refning, manufacture of 
cigars and cigarettes, rope, paper, 
rosiery and knitted goods, pre- 
served ginger and rattap far- 
niture. Mest of the other mang- 
factures mentioned in the table 
are carried on on a small scale in 
shops employing less than 20 
hands. Amongst the professions 
teachers have more than doubled.

‘In view of the interest aroused 
lately in the employment of young 
children, a special table has been 
devoted to the occupations of 
children under 14 (English 
reckoning).

Children 
employed carrying building mat- 
erial are included under Orders 
XIU and XXH, which also in- 
elude such cecupations as paint- 
ing, paint-scraping, scaffold-erect- 
ing, stone breaking and other mis- 
cellaneous light work. The large 
number af girls classified under 
“Manufacture of Clothing” is ac- 
counted for by the gréat tendency 
displayed to record females who 
had no. other occapation than 
helping in the homie as engaged 
in needlework. It is unlikely that 
more than half the young girls-so 
recorded ectuslly earn: wages by 
needlework. Few mele sppren- 
tices-under 12 are recorded, the 
age when apprenticeship generally 
begins being 18 to 16.

Perceiving that Mrs. Wa 
was trembling with fright, the 
Chinese lady doctor shouted to the 
pirates “Don't frighten Madame 
Wut" in order to give the pirates 
the impression that Mrs. Wao's 
perturbation was caused by their 
presence. Hearing it was the 
wife of Dr. Wo Ting-fang that 
hey kad robbed, the gang expres3- 
ed an apology to Mrs. Wu and 
returned part of the money Sgulen 
frem her. 

They took the opportunity of 
ventilating a grievance to Mrs. 
Wo, which they desired her te 
convey to her husband. They 
said they were formerly in the 
Kwangtung party and participated 
in the fighting which resvlted ir 
the capture of Cheung Cha. dur- 
ing Gen. Chen Chiung-ming’s 
campaign against Mok Wing-san, 
when the latter was driven from 
Canton. After the fighting they 
were disbanded and left destitute. 
Therefore they resorted to piracy 
as a means of livelihood. .

As 
itso happened there were no feloyrap’ wed present, Dot 
because of the “obvious reason ” some other person spoke 
of, but because the week-end was such a heavy one in 
news-gathering work, that we were forced to leave this 
meeting to be reported by other local journalists. As all 
ex-active-service neh were invited to be present by ad- 
yerlisetment, three members of the present Telegraph stafi 
could have turned up in that capacity. We point this fact 
out to avoid undeserved sneers. | The suggestion of a boy- 
cott was ridiculously foolish and revealed the speaker. 
sehoever he was. tobe childish in the -extreme. We can 
take criticism as well as give it. 

Now, we wish it to be understood quite clearly that 
we made our objection to the idea of forming a Dew 
association solely in order to point ont that instead of 
making a split in the. ranks of local ex-servicemen it would 
be mnuch better to consolidate. In the minds of maoy 
others besides ourselves there has been far too much re- 
crimination—or rather, too great a desire to make distinc- 
tioas among the various grades of ex-servivemen here. It 
js in the avoidance of those distinctions rather than their 
emphasis that we. ina sinall Colony like Hongkong. can 
best hope to live amicably together. If the sole object 
of those who desire to segregate from the mato 
body of ex-iervicemen is to find a closer community of 
jntérests, to give a more personal touch to things, we 
-cannot—neither could any man—censure their action, 

roviding always that that" action does uot carry with 
it the implied or expressed disapprobation of other ex- 
servicemen who did something a little Jess than they. The 
seeking of a congenial social atmosphere. po matter bow 
confined or circumecribed.is not in itself a wrong act. We 
all have the right to choose our associates according to our 
tastes. When the announcement was made last week that 
a separate ussociation was to be formed it followed so 
closely on a newspaper correspondence in which there 
were @ lot of needlesslv hard things said, that one conld be 
- -forgiven assuming: that here was an attempt to ‘break 
away from the British Legion on grounds of superior dis- 
tinction. That assumption seems to have been a little 
-hasty, when we are told that the new association is to be 
composed of mien who merely desire to make their own op- 
riunities for the special expression of their common 
experiences. If that is the animating spirit of the move- 
ment there can scarcely be room for criticism. We offer 
none on that poiut, though it is not impertinent to ask why 
these men could not have found room -to express their sense 
of special and exclusive comradeship and still be members 
of the Legion?’

The Kwang lee, - - ; 


“Wa had a note the other day 
remarking that there was some- 
times’ a touch of comic opara 
about piracy in Chinese waters. 
There was a streak of the incon- 
graous aboat the piracy of the 
China M.S. N. Co's vessel when 
the pirates shook hands with ber 
master, Capt. Lindsay Crawford, 
and returned himsoms of his 
property after having threatened 
him with revolver, locked him 
op, and then compelled him to 
steer the steamer as they desired. 
But this jocase trait ia eclipsed by 
the nofarions side of tha opera~ 
tions. -A Chinesa youth was 
remoarsalessty. shot, apparently for 
refusing to hand over a bag of 
go'd, and treasure to a very larze 
amount was taken {rom the strong 
room. the eatimate: varsing from 
$1200 to BZAQKON. According 
to one version, the pirates were 
after ® much bigger haul, but 
somehow missed the larger ship- 
meant, so consoled themselves 
with the Kwang Lee. The scope 
of the plans indicates these rovers”. 
audacity, bred of long immunity. 
We don't know the siza of the 
other vessel, but the Kwang Lee 
is s good-sized steamer, being 
of 1500. tons register; yet 
conditions are socb that in the 
year 1921 piratescan calmly hold 
up a vesael trading bet ween such 
portaas Shanghai sod Hongkong. 
Things baing as they are, it is a 
wonder, to use Capt. Crawford's 
words, that sach an act bas not 
cecutred earlier, for the ship 
cazries neither armed guards nor 
grills, The robbery was effected 
by the now-faciliar trick of the 
pirates shipping as passengers. 
What precaution, it may be 
asked, are takenat Shanghai in 
reference to searching native 
passengers? More than that is 
needed, an extensive patrol of 
Chinese gunboats being requisite: 
bu: it is futile to consider such 
matters in the present position 
of the Peking  <+dmicis- 
tration. The happenirg is 
probably the most sensational of 
the kind since the case of the Tai 
Onin which, as residents will re- 
roember, al] lives, including. the 
pirates,’ were lost by fre. 


Wilhelm Again. 


The hypothesis generally ac- 
cepted by the Allied nationals is 
thatGernamy deliberately built 
up an exormous Army aod Navy 
in order to assert her will. by 
force. It may b» that when tne 
timecomes for the standard his- 
tory of the Great War to be writ- 
ten, there will be some variation 
from the current version, evo if, 
as we jodge willbethe case, that 
version is foundto be, substantial- 
ly correct.

: Pirated. : 

News of a pirecy, aboard an- 
other local steamer teached the 
Colany this morning. Details at 
present are somewhat moagte, 

bat it is known that the Hwah 
Sung, belonging to the Pak Hong 
Steamsbip Company ‘af Con- 
naught Road Central, which left 
here, for Shan Mi on Sunday 
morning with 262 Chinese 
passengera on board was pirated 
yeaterday after leaving Ma King 
and having discharged parsenzers 
—apparently most of the passen- 
gere—there. . . 

The run from Ma Bing to 

Shap Mi is a short one of only a 
little over an hourand the affair 
- moust have been carried ont with 
some expedition, The brie 
telegram announcing the piracy 
states that every one is safe, 80 
that there has apparently been 
no blosdshed. The Hwah Sung 
is due back in ‘Hongkong this 
. evening and details should then 
be available. A suspicion is 
abroad that the gang which 
carriedout this piracy may be the 
same that looted the Kwang Lee. 
If so, their haul on this occasion 
will probably prove couch gm aller 
than on the last, °

The Ex-Servicemen Question. 


Sir—I read in this morning’s 
paper with, much interest the 
sccount of the meeting of the 
“Active * Ex-Servicemen in the 
Coronet Theatre on Snnday. ag} 
was indead, interesting. I am 
not atesident of Hongkong but in 
passing through I tearn there is a 
distinct differentiation being 
made between tha men who 
actoally served in-the trenches 
and those who merely did war 
service. EF hava the misfortune 
to belong to the latter, my parents 
not having considared me in the 
matter some 46 years ago. I 
deeply deplore the fact that I did 
not have thea honour of being 
present at what must, I feel sure, 
have been an historic meeting. 
have hitherto fel’ a certain 
amount of. pride and pleasure 
at the fact that J served 
three years in France, but I 
yeatise pow forthe first time that 
the less said about it the better. 
I sugges’, Sir, that to be ) erfect- 
Iy logical,.we must carry out 
thesa “Active” Servicemen’a 
idea to its proper conclusion. As 
far as l can see there is only one 
way. [have met men in France 
who have accounted for 10, some 
20 and some even 30 Boches., 
Now, Lam quite sure thats man 
who only accounted for one 
Boche could not be accepted in 
the same class ag the man who 
accounted for 30. I therefore 
suggest, to be perfectly fair and 
logical, that we cannot possibly 
do withont 20 or 30 classas of 
active ex-servicemen, as I am 
sure you must agree that the 
services rendered to his country 
by the man who accounted for 
only one Boche are not com- 
parable to. the services of the 
man who accounted for 30. Then, 
too, what of the man in the Air 
Services who has poasibly 
accounted for as many cities as 
others have men? Is he to be 
placed in the same category as 
the others? Surely. not, Then 
there are—but, why proceed? I 
am confident you now see my 
point. In other words, the whole 
thing is sheer, senseless snobbery 
from beginning toend. 

I regret to notice from the 
report that no official of your 
paper appears to have been 
present at the meeting as T am 
confident he would have bad a 
mos! interesting time. And so 
would I if I bad been there. ’ 

Let ma tellthe foik of Hong- 
kong tha: I have personally met 
men who soffered severaly as 
conscientious objectors for the 
sake of theirconvictions for whom 
I have a greatewrespect than for 
some of the men conacripts who 
who werecompalled against their 
wishes and wills to go to the 
trenches and who moa pose as 
heroes. If these men wish to 
express their community of in- 
teresta could they mot have done 
so ag members of the Legion? 
The ‘reference made ta the 
exclusiveness of Trade Unions is 
entirely beside the point. There 
is noansiogy. Trade Unions are 
forced to be exclusive for the 
protection of workers’ rights. Do 
“active” servicemen in Hong- 
kong think they need protection 
against their other comrades of 
the Great War? I leave them 
and you, Sir, with the thought.

Tsang Kai appsared in the 
dock at the Criminal Sasstons, 
before Mr. Justice Gompertz, 
this morning, rbarged with taking 
the child away, and the sbove 
story was told by the prosecution, 
which was cooducted by Mr. A. 
Dyer Ball. , 


When asked if be had any 
objection to the members of the 
Jory, prisoner ssid he could not 
see their faces. “I bave no ob- 
jection to the Jury if they are 
doing justice to me,” he added.. 

Mr. Dyer Ball said prisoner 
bad raised a point which he 
wished to raise himself, His 
difficulty had slways been that he 
could not see the jarors’ faces 
and he sugg-ated that the window 
bebind the Jury box be obscured 
by s, curtain.
